Perhaps the absence of danger 
signals that had flared warnings in 
the past accounted in part for the 
fact that so many well informed 
investors had failed to sense the 
impending debacle. Warnings had 
not been lacking, however, for the 
Federal Reserve authorities had 
used every available means to 
check the inflation for more than 
a year: brokers raised margin re- 
quirements sharply; call money 
rates had soared to unreagonable 
levels: interest rates had doubled; 
yields or™stock had fallen to below 
those on mortgages or Government 
bonds. A profit-hungry populace 
hurdied these and other obstacles, 
however, in a mad scramble for the 
last dollar at the peak. ~ 

In the movement of stock prices, 
too, signs of the day of reckoning 
had been growing plainer. Shares 
of automobile manufacturers and 
accessory producers had been fall- 
ing for months before the bubble 
burst; in fact, about half of the 
stocks listed on the Stock Exchange 
gradually had drifted to lower lev- 
els threugh the first half of the 
year, while a few favorites in the 
other half had been pushed to fan- 
tastic héights in a heedless rush for 
“a few more points before the end." 
Anyone at all familiar with the 
stock market knew the crash was 
inevitable. But even when the 
storm broke few believed the great 
pyramid painfully erected through 
the years would ort to. the 
depths. 

After the colathharaiiea, mourn- 
ers began a search of the ruins for 
the cause. The Federal Heserve 
Board, Congress, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Dtilities and

Stock prices climbed rather 
steadily through January and Feb- 
ruary in spite of the Federal Re- 
serve Board's deécisive stand in 
the latter month against specula- 
tion. A stiff rise in call money rates 
in March brought about a tempo- 
rary reaction, but industry's abili- 
ty to establisn record-breaking pro- 
du@tion and earnings reassured 
Wall Street and added additional 
funds for spéculative purposes. 
The upward trend continued 
through April and well into May 
before the Washington authorities 
again hegan to exert a restraining 
influence. So heavy was the trad- 
ing in May that the Stock Ex- 
change was compelled t6 shoften 
hours ‘of operations to permit 
member firms to catch up on their 
books. 

~ Bank Rate Raised. 

In spite of another credit strain 

at mid-year, stock prices contin- 


‘ued to soar into July, values and 


borrowings climbing steadily until 
Aug. 9 whén the sharpest decline 
of the year followed the action of 
the New York Reserve Bank direc- 
tors in raising the rediscount rate 
to 4 per cent. Money rates soft- 
ened later in the month, however, 
and the Aug. 9 loss was quickly 
recovered. 

Then into September the market 
continued its upward pact, absorb- 
ing all offerings with utmost ease, 
Millions of dollars worth of new 
issues were swallowed without a 
guip—that is, until the doges be- 
came larger and more frequent, 
Then late in September prices be- 
gan to slip, not dangerously but 
ominously. The rise In the En-

@d to genéral uneasiness, as gold 
began to flow toward Europe. The

In general business had a good 
yéar and was prepared for the set- 
back that came in the autumn. 
Many corporations took advantage 
of favorable conditions early in the 
year to enlarge working capital 
and to reduce or éliminate bonded 
indebtedness. Such coneerns are 
well prepared, therefore, to weath- 
er a period of slack business and 
to take advantage of the recovery 
thet is generally anticipated 
about mid-year. .

Estimated at $58,- 
645,000,000, the current value of 
agricultural real estate and per- 
sonal propertly is nearly $400,000,-

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Operating 
companies controlled by the Pub- 
lic Service Corporation of New Jer- 
sey have announced intention to 
proceed during 1930 with a con. 
structive program that involves the 
expenditure of approximately §41,- 
000,000, a sum about $2,000,000 in 
excess of the amount spent for 
construction in 1929, and which 
has been exceeded by but one con- 
struction budget in the history of 
the organization. :

A second factor of considerable

A third contributing factor was

being operatiye in like degree. 

The most interesting develop- 
ments of the year centered around 
the efforts of the industry to‘ ra- 
tionalize its operations: that is, 
to bring about a balance between 
supply and demand. These efforts 
were directéd largely toward the 
curtailment ‘of crude oil produc- 
tion. While certain areas were re- 
stricted in output the entire year, 
as for example, West Texas, the 
supply of crude olf In general ran 
far in excess of requirements, and 
it was only in the last part of the 
year that any real success was at- 
tained in cutting down the surplus.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Agri- 
-culture’s total income for the crop 
year 1929-30, despite the fact that 
the harvests of 1929 were recuced 
‘by drouth, promises to equal, if it 
does not exceed, that of the 1928- 
29 season. It will, of course, be 
‘several months before t}fe net re- 
turns of the year can be calculated 
definitely because the marketing 
of the crops ts not yet finished. It 
is possible, however, from a study 
“of supply and demand, relation- 
‘ships and prospects, to estimate 
sthe outileok with reasonable confi- 
‘dence. 

Technical progress on “the farm 
‘con nued in 1929 and unit costs of 
‘production probably deelined. The 
‘purchasing power of farm com- 
“modities therefore incrcvased. In 
“short, the year closed with agri- 
culture in an improved position. 

‘ Some regions suffered heavy 
losses from drouth, .but, speaking 
‘generally, the losses in production 
*were rather evenly distributed. As 

sthe tosses in production were 

j largely offset by price advances, 
ithe financial position of agriculture 
did not suffer: P 

Recovery Progresses. . 

: For several years average net 

‘incomes have slightly increased, 

‘while the prices of the goods and 


‘services that farmers need have | 


*remained relatively stable. An im- 
-Pprovement in the position of agri- 


culture is shown by the fact that 


the return earned on the current 
value of all agricultural property 
in the crop season 1928-29 is placed 
at 4.7 per cent. While this isa 
better return than any year, except 
once, since the war, it indicates 
that considerable further advance 
must be made before agricultural] 
conditions can be considered satis- 
factory. 

Although th@farm bankruptcy 
rate has declined in the last year 
or so, the total farm mortgage debt 
is considerably greater than it was 
in 1920. Agriculture was at  ex- 
tremely heavy expense in read just- 
ing’ production from a wartime to 
@ peacetime basis, and this outlay 
is only now beginning.to pay a re- 
turn. Agricuiture’s Tosses in the 
post-war defiation period, consider- 
ing the industry as a whole, greatly 
exceeded its apparent gains during 
the wartime boom. ‘The problem 
of readjustment was peculiarly dif- 
ficult, partly owing it its highfy 
competitve business methods and 
partly to, the fact that agricultural 
expansion once started is very dif-

NEW YORK, Jan. 2. — During 
the past year, world production 
and world consum ption of cotton 
have been approximately balanced. 
Since the world stock at the begin- 
ning of the year was just about 
normal it means the world stock 
at the close of the year is about 
normal. With. neithér an Oover- 
supply nor a scarcity, nor any séri- 
ous fears at any time of an excess 
or a shortage, cotton prices have 
held steadier than usual.during the 
year, at not far from the average 
levels of recent years. 

As the trade enters 1930, it finds 
the balance of supply and e¢on- 
sumption is disturbed by the dras- 
tic curtailment’ of mill activity in 


break in the stock market. Con- 
sumption in this country, the jarg- 
est user of cotton in the world, is 
down 10 or 15 per cent from the 
normal level at this time of year. 
There is good ground for suppos- 
ing, however, 
long before domestic consumption 
will be rising again, and, with, for- 
eign mili activity maintained on 
the average, it appears likely that 
the world will soon be back again 
onto a normat rate of consumption. 
The trend of world production 
and consumption -of cotton is still 
upward, and any’ interruption of 
that trend this year will doubtiess- 
ly prove to be only temporary. 
‘Third Largest im 1929. 
This country planted in 1929 the 
third largest acreagé on record. 
According to the revised figures is- 
sued by the- Department,of Agri- 
culture, the planted acreage this 
year was 47,569,000 acres, com- 
pared with 46,946,000 in 1928, a 
maximum of 47,730,000 in 1826, 
and an average of 45,662,000 in the 
last five years. This full acreage 
was planted in the face of a level

‘oe prices, prevailing before and 
during the planting season, which 
was well below the average of the 
past decade, and which was not 
high as measured by the average 
of more recent years. 

This full planting, following and 
accompanied .by very moderate 
prices, bears witnéss to the con- 
tinuing tendency of the South to 
plant cotton heavily and to further 
increase its cotton acréage, except 
in years when it is definitely dis- 
couraged—by unusually low prices. 
{t emphasizes the fact that the 
problem of securing’ reasonable 
prices to the growérs miust be ap- 
proached from the eee of 
the supply. 

The big acreage heid piuiibilitien 
of another excessive crop, 6uch as 
the South had in 1925 and 1926, 
but. the growers were saved from 
such misfortune principally by two 
factors, the boll weevil and the 
drouth in Texas and Oklahoma. 

Warnings of heavy weévil dam- 
age were given in the spring by thé 
reports of the Department of Agri- 
culture, showing an unusuaily 
heavy survival of hibernating wee- 
vils. While the weevil was held 
in check by hot, dry weather in the 
West, and while the crop in the 
centrai belt largely won the’ race 
with the best by gettir*: a good 
early start, the weevil did heavy 
damage over a’ large part of the 
Southeast. In the aggregate, weéyil 
damage was probably not far from 
average, causing a loss of séveral 
millions of bales of potential crop. 

Drought in West Texas. 

The drought in the West, covering 
most of Texas, except the North- 
west and the extreme South, and 
parts of Oklahoma, extended from 
late in July to the first week ~ in 
September, and took fully 1 000400 
bales, Additional loss of a few hun- 
dred thousand bales was caused by 
excessive rains, snows and frost 
auring the harvesting season,

Farm Real Estate Declines, 
A “survey made by the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture: for the 12 
months ended March i, 192% 
showed that, for the country as a 
whole, farm land values declined 
by I per cent. This was the small- 
est loss in any year since the post- 
War depression began and . was| 
nominal compared with the de- 
clines of 1921, 1922, 1923 anda 
1924. State and regiona) averages 
as a rule showed few of the sharp 
declines frequently recorded in the 
years immediately preceding. 
Current changes in farm realty 
values are largely an outgrowth of 
economic disturbances caused by 
the: war. In the post-war boom, 
farm real estate values for the 
United States as a whole rose to a 
level g@veraging 70 per cent above 
the prewar level.

That during the first nine 
months 6f 1929 this country e2+ 
perienced a réal business boom— 
a boom which was not accompanied 
by commodity price inflation, but 
which brought onto our markets a 
greater volume of industrial goods 
than we had ever before been 
cailed upon to consume during & 
period of corresponding length. 

Thus the Standard Statistics Co.'s 
index ef imdustrial production dur- 
ing the first nine months of last 
year, compared as follows with 
previously ¢stablished standards:

Greater Than All of 1920. 

It averaged 6 per cent greater 
than in the full year 1920 (our 
post-waF boom year), and almost 
as great as in either of the full 
years of 1916 and 1917 (which 
were the two war-time yéars in 
Which the output of our physical 
product made new high records for 
all time).

| Overproduction the Cause. 
| ‘This decline was in part occa- 
sioned by the overproduction and 
overconsumption of goods Which 
occurred throughout the first nine 
months of the year: in part by con- 
ditions peculiar to certain great in- 
dustries, particularly the building 
and-automobile trades; and in part 
both by the individual losses which 
were incurred and the conservat- 
ism which was inspired by the 
October-November debacle of stock 
prices. 

Never was ft so Hazardous to at- 
tempt to guess the extent of such a 
decline, so far as it reflected itself 
in business profita.

Copper has again monopolized 
the attention of most market fol- 
lowers, and conditions in that in- 
dustry are of decided interest to 
those engaged in the murketing of 
any commodity. This metal is pro- 
duced by several large companies, 
and sola in the open market direct 
to consumers, many of whom are 
now subsidiaries, wholly or in part, 
of the producing companies. About 
half of the world production 
comes from the United States, and 
interests in this ciuniry probably 
control three-quurters of the world 
production. Until about two years 
ago, in the period following the 
World yWar, the equipped capacity 
to produce copper was greater 
than the demand and with no or- 
ganization among the producers. 
Bitter competition existed, with 
frequent price-cutting, sothat the 
price of the metal was kept too 
near the cost ‘of production. Then 


“the association for export trade 


was reorganized, with some prom- 
inent foreign producers included; 
and also a domestic association of 
virtually all the producers in North 
and South America but with no 


, other foreign representation, this 


being in the nature of a trade as- 
sociation for the interchange of! 
statistical information and promo- 
tion of the interests of the metn- 
bers, but without, of course, any 
mandatory power on the part of 
the members to fix prices. : 
Mine Production Redu-ed. 

The better knowledge of their

Foreign Shipments Drop. 


For the excellent demand for 
copper during 1929-producers can 
thunk domestic consumers, for the 
estimated shipments. to United 
States consumers amounted to 1,- 
100,000 tons, compared with 983,- 
900 tons in 1928 and 825,000 in 
1927. Export shipments were 
around 590.000 tons, a substantial 
decrease from the 674,009 tons of 
1928. Germany's copper con- 
sumption was particularly disap- 
pointing. A somewhat larger pro- 
portional quantity of copper was 
required for wire in the year just 
closed. the) wire business appar- 
éntly expanding faster than, con- 
surnption in brass. — ‘

At 
the beginning of 1929 the delivered 
price gas about 16% cents. The 
continuous rise encouraged specu- 
lative buying, and the booking of 
orders for shipment far ahead, 
This, coupled “with a rea! increase 
in consumption, resulted in insuffi- 
cient copper to meet the demand, 
in March, which some sellers took 
advantaze of by quickly running 
the price up tc 24 cents a pound. 
This brought consumers to their 
senses, . and demand suddenly 
stopped, the price dropping to 19% 
cents, below which the producers 
would not go. 

Ever since then, from April 16 
on, that price has held through pe 
riods of both quiet and active de- 
mand, though one producer at- 
tempted to increase the price at the 
climax of one phenomenal buying 
wave. No primary ‘seller has at 
any time offered any concession, 
even though an occasional small 
lot in seeond-hands has been sold 
at slightly lower prices. 

Toward the end of the year the 
demand for copper, following the 
Wall Street decline, slumped to al- 
most nothing. Consumers, bought 
fairly well ahead, were curtailing 
their operations and postponing 
further buying to the last possible 
day, so that they might take ad- 
vantage of any price reductions 
that might be. made. But producers 
felt that it would be: more profit- 
able to them to maintain © their 
price, foul weather or fair, even 
though demand would thereby be 
somewhat postponed, or even that 
ultimate consumption might: be ef- 
fected in some degree. Most of 
them co-dperated in reducing their 
mine production to prevent an un- 
due building up of stocks, ahd it fs 
probable that efforts were made 
to induce the ncipal foreign pro- 
ducers to rate in an intel- 
ligent regulation of production,

The setup of the lead industry in 
the United States is quite unlike 
that of copper, being dominated. by 
two important producers, ‘each en- 
tirely independent of the other and 
each in favor*of changing not only 
pro@uctién but also price as a mier- 
ket regulator.

The jead market, as will be evi- 
dent from both the price and pro- 
duction data,, has been very satis- 
factory during 1929, and the de- 
mand from‘week to week has been 
much more consistent than has that 
of copper. The reductian of price 
made toward the end of the year 
apparently had the effect of stimu- 
lating buying at a time when most 
other metals. were exceedingly 
quiet, particularly copper. Cable, 
battery and. paint mafufacturers 
continue to be the. most important 
outlets, the demand _ from battery 
makers keeping up at the end of 
the vear, in spite of the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions in the automobile 
industry; doubtless batteries.for re- 
placement were in large demand.
